The Pace bill which provides for 
local 
option 
elections 
in 
all 
the 
counties of the Territory of Arizona 
passed the Council Friday morning 
February 
19th 
by a vote of seven 
to five 
Saturday Governor Kibbey signed 
the bill 
which now becomes a law 
The enactment of this 
law means 
that any county can hold a local op- 
tion

election 
and carry same by a 
majority vote 
thus voting out of 
existence 
all saloons doing business 
in any village 
town 
or city in the I 
county 
A new bill has been introduced in 
the Council 
which 
if passed by the 
legislature and signed 
by the

law to the extent 
of 
segregating 
cities 
towns ard 
other 
districts 
from the county 
This amendment 
would 
prevent 
an 
entire

THE VALUE 
OF SPRAYING 
ORCHARDS 


From general appearance 
as well 
as from information obtained from 
residents of the Gila 
Valley 
it is 
quite evident that the majority of 
fruit growers are not fully informed 
on the benefits of spraying for or 
chards and gardens 
Most farmers 
know that 
in order 
to produce a 
good crop of corn it requires 
culti- 
vation 


¬ 
Not many however realize 
that spraying fruit trees 
is about 
equally as essential 
as cultivation is 
for corn 
and the same may be ap 
plied to gardens 
A striking example 
of the value 
of spraying was obtained a few years 
ago 
by 
the Vermont 
Experiment 
Station in spraying potatoes 
The 
sprayed potatoes yielded at the rate 
of 291 bushels per acre while the un 
sprayed yielded at the rate of only 
995 bushels per acre 
Spraying not only 
increases the 
yield but the crops being of better 
quality 
will bring a higher price 
Some fruit growers who are aware 
of the value of spraying in order to 
obtain a better crop are anxious for 
this subject to be brought to the at- 
tention

be remembered that insects are car- 
ried

from one orchard to another by 
birds and by 
winds 
So that

matter how diligent one man may
